MIDWIVES ACT. 


Tux London County Council will, we learn from the Local 
Government Journal of August 25th, promote legislation in the 
next session of Parliament to provide that the Council shall 
be authorized to pay the fee of a medical practitioner called, 
at the instance of a midwife, to a case of emergency as defined 
in Rule r7E of the rules made by the Central Midwives Board 
under the provisions of Section 111 of the Midwives Act, 1902, 
such payment only to be made when the patient is unable to 

y such fee; and also to enable the Council to recover from 
the patient, or from apy person liable by law to maintain her, 
the amount of such fee or any portion thereof should it be 
discovered after payment had been made that the patient or 
any person liable by law to maintain her was in a position to 

y the whole or a portion of such fee. One of the rules made 
S the Central Midwives Board, under Section 11 of the 
Midwives Act, 1902, provides that in certain circumstances, 
mentioned in Rule 17E, a midwife must decline to attend 
alone, and must advise that a registered medical practitioner 
be sent for. She must also forward to the local supervising 
authority, within twelve hours, a notice when medical help 
has been sent for. No provision is, however, made either in 
the Act or the rules for the payment of the fees to those 
medical practitioners who may, under the provisions of the 
rule above mentioned, be called at the instance of midwives 
to cases of emergency in which patients are too poor to pay 
the fees themselves. 

The Metropolitan Counties Branch of the British Medical 
Association addressed a communication to the Council on the 
matter in October, 1904, and pointed out that, in the majority 
of cases in which medical help was sent for, the patients were 
unable to pay reasonable fees, and they suggested that the 
Council should endeavour to obtain from Parliament authority 
to make payment to medical practitioners in cases of this 
nature, and a resolution has also been received from the 
Islington Medical Society to the effect that the payment for 
such attendance should be made by the metropolitan borough 
councils, or by the Council, with powers of recovery where 
this is necessary. 

It was at first thought that use might be made of the pro- 
visions of Section 11 of the Poor-law Amendment Act, 1848, 
which gms to Boards of Guardians certain powers to pay for 
medical and other assistance in cases of accident, bodily 
casualty or sudden illness ; or else that action might be taken 
under the provisions of Section Lxxv1i of the Public Health 


(London) Act, 1891, which empowers any sanitary authority, 


with the consent of the Local Government Bvard, to provide. 
or contract with any person to provide, a temporary supply of 
medicine and medical assistance for the poorer inhabitants of 
their district. Inquiries were made of the various Boards of 
Guardians within the administrative county, and of the 
metropolitan borough councils, with the view of ascertaining 
whether these bodies would be prepared to put in force those 
sections of the above named Acts which related to their 
respective districts, but the replies received proved that these 
authorities were, for the most part, unwilling to take action in 
the manner suggested.

HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

G the week ending Saturday last, August 26th, 947 births and 471 
deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The annual 
rate of mortality in these towns. which had been 14.8, 13.8, and 15.1 per 
1000 in the three preceding weeks, declined again to 14.0 per 1,070 last 
week, and was 3 3 per 1,000 below the mean-rate during the same period in 
the seventy-six large English towns. The rates in the eight Scotch towns 
ranged from 11.1 in Greenock and 11 5 in Aberdeen, to 15.9 in Dundee and 
168 in Perth. The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases 
averaged 2.7 per 1,ccoin these towns, the highest rates being recorded 
in Glasgow, Paisley, and Greenock. The224 deaths registered in Glasgow 
included 9 which were referred to measles, 11 to whooping-cough, and 34 
todiarrhoea. Two fatal cases of scarlet fever and 10 of diarrhoea were 
recorded in Edinburgh; 3 of whooping cough and 2 of diarrhoea in

HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS, 

DurinG the week ending Saturday, August roth, s60 births and 345 deaths 
were registered in six of the principal Irish towns, as against 533 births 
and 342deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate in these 
towns, which had been 17 9, 17.6, and 19.2 per 1,cooin the three preceding 
weeks, rose to 20.6 per 1.000 in the week under notice, this figure being 3 2 
per 1,ooo higher than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six English 
towns for the corresponding period. The figures ranged from 182 in 
Belfast and 19.1 in Limerick to 219 in Cork and 234in Waterford. The 
zymotic death-rate during the same period and in the same six Irish 
towns averaged 2 5 per 1,000, Or 1.1 per 1.000 lower than during the preced- 
ing period, the highest figure, 5.1, being recorded in Belfast. The 
deaths from diarrhoeal diseases fell to 58, of which 29 occurred in Belfast. 

During the week ending August 26th, 437 births and 334 deaths were 
registered in six of the priucipal Irish towns, as against 560 births and 345 
deaths in the preceding period. The annual death rate in these towns, 
which had been 17.6, 19 2, and 20 6 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, 
fell to 16 4 per 1,000 in the week under notice. this figure being o 9 per 1,coo 
lower than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six English towns for the 
corresponding period. The figures ranged from 5 8 in Waterford and 12.4 
in Londonderry to 109.8 in Belfast and Dublin to 260 in Limerick. The 
zymotic death-rate during the same period and in the same six Irish 
towns averaged 2.3 per 1,000, OF 0.2 per 1,000 lower than during the pre- 
ceding period, the highest figure—3.7—being recorded in Dublin, while 
Waterford registered no deaths under this heading at all. The deaths 
from diarrhoeal diseases rose to 64.
